Coal contract talks bogged down 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Attempts to 


win union approval of a proposed new 
coal contract appeared bogged down 
Friday, raising the threat of prolonging 
the nationwide coal strike. 


"I think we're in for a three-week 


strike. now," 
declared 
United 
Mine 


Workers' Vice President MikeTrbovich 
after the UMW's 38-member bargain- 
ing council adjourned for the second 
day without a decision on the contract. 


The union postponed a planned Mon- 


day meeting in. Pittsburgh of local 
union officials because of the new snag. 


Meanwhile, 
a 
bargaining council 


member was fatally shot in the head 
outside his hotel room Friday during 
an apparent holdup attempt, author- 
ities said. 


Union officials said Sam Littlefield, 


54, of Bessemer, Ala., was shot minutes 
after he returned to his hotel room 
from the bargaining session. 


Littlefield 
was 
the 
UMW district 


president for Alabama. 


Trbovich said he is still optimistic 


that the tentative agreement to end the 
coal walkout that began Tuesday could 
be approved. 


But he acknowledged there was 


serious disagreement over a number of 
the 31 articles in the proposal, which 
would provide the union's 120.000 mem- 
bers with increases in wages and ben- 
efits totaling an estimated 40 to 50 per 
cent over three years. 


Union sources said the bargaining 


council would probably 
recommend 


that the negotiating team go back to in- 
dustry to reopen bargaining to handle 
what they called 
"house-cleaning 


chores." 


An industry spokesman confirmed 


there had been speculation the union 
might seek a redistribution of some of 
the proposed benefits in the contract. 


Such a proposal evidently would not 


increase the price tag of the contract, 
he said. 


"As to whether we'd go back to the 


bargaining table. 1 just can't say. We'll 
just have to wait and see." 
the coal 


spokesman said. 


The bargaining session recessed 


Friday evening after an eight-hour ses- 
sion. Another meeting was scheduled 
for Saturday. 


If the delay in the union's lengthy 


ratification process pushes the strike 
into a third week, that could begin to 
cause serious disruptions in the na- 
tion's economy. 


UMW President Arnold Miller had 


predicted 
Wednesday n i g h t , after 


reaching a tentative agreement with 
the coal operators, that he would have 
no trouble selling the pact to his rank- 
and-file and that the strike would be 
limited to two weeks. 


A UMW spokesman said the bargain- 


ing council still had not completed ex- 
amining the proposed contract after 
the second day and would meet again 
Saturday. "They're tired," he said. 


The spokesman declined to predict 


the outcome nor state what went on in 
the meeting. 


The council, drawn from members of 


the union's executive board and its dis- 
trict presidents, met for about 10 hours 
Thursday night and resumed deliber- 
ations Friday morning. 


The bargaining council must approve 


the proposed contract before it is ex- 
plained to a meeting of about 1.00€ lo- 
cal union officials and then submitted 
to the 120.000 rank-and-file members 
for ratification. 


The union spokesman said the Pitts- 


burgh meeting would be delayed at 
least one day. 
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Kissinger confident 
Mideast won't erupt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 


state Henry A. Kissinger said Friday 
reports of military moves in the Middle 
East were being checked here "on an 
urgent basis" and that he and Presi- 
dent Ford reviewed possible "contin- 
gencies" Friday morning with Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger. 


While apparently taking the reports 


seriously, Kissinger told a news confer- 
ence that "in our judgment we are not 
in a situation of imminent conflict." 


He said he did not believe the Soviet 


Union would heighten tensions in the 
Middle East just before Ford is sched- 
uled to meet with Leonid J. Brezhnev 
in Vladivostok. 


"I cannot believe," he said, "that

Legislature 
to debate 
prostitution 


Poit-Crncmt Modlwn bur feu 


MADISON — Leaders of the state 


Legislature who compose the joint Leg- 
islative Council debated angrily a 
proposal to reduce prostitution from 
the category of a felony in Wisconsin 
criminal law and to classify it as a mis- 
demeanor. 


The Democratic majority on the in- 


terim legislative planning agency eas- 
ily turned back the protests of the Re- 
publican minority to send the proposal 
to the Legislature, which will begin a 
new biennial session in January1. 


The effect of the proposal, if enacted, 


would be to provide the same penalties 
for prostitution as are now provided for 
patronizing the prostitute. Both would 
be class A misdemeanors, subject to 
maximum fines of up to 510,000 or max- 
imum imprisonment of nine months. 


There was little discussion on the 


major content of a measure developed 
through an interim committee study. It 
would for the first time provide a 
classification in law for the seriousness 
and the penalties for various offenses 
listed in the state criminal code. 


If approved, the measure would es- 


tablish five degrees of felonious of- 
fenses, with a graduation of penalties 
from life imprisonment to two years, 
and with no fines to fines of up to 
$10.000. 


There would also be three classes of 


misdemeanors, with graduated penal- 
ties, and four categories of civil forfeit- 
ure, involving only fines from a ceiling 
ofSIO,OOOto$200. 


In general, the authors explained, the 


bill is intended to classify crime ac- 
cording to the degree of actual harm 
involved in the commission. 


The only dispute at the meeting of 


the council, which approved the bill for 
formal legislative introduction, was on 
the penalty for prostitution. Democrats 
who control the council generally 
backed the change. Republicans pro- 
tested it. 


JOHANNESBURG,

Africa 


(AP) — More than 100 weary American 
women and children arrived in Johan- 
nesburg Friday on two evacuation 
flights from the racia'ly tense Angolan 
capital of Luanda. 
/ 


Most of the refugees fleeing the Por- 


tuguese colony, whjch appears on the 
verge of civil war, are wives and chil- 
dren of employes of Cabinda Gulf Oil 
Co. 


The U.S. oil firm operates in the 


seaside enclave of Cabinda, sandwiched 
between Zaire and the Congo Republic 
just north of Angola. 


In Luanda, a military spokesman 


said two companies of Angolan troops 
were sent into the city's predominantly 
black suburbs to ward off possible 
weekend violence. 


In Rhodesia, another racially tense 


African country, the government said 
security forces killed seven black guer- 
rillas on the "fringe of white-owned 
farmlands about 120 miles north of Sa- 
lisbury. 


Joe Connor, a Cabinda Gulf executive 


who accompanied the Americans to Jo- 
hannesburg, said, "Right now, things 
are pretty explosive in Angola and it 
was simply considered safer to get the 
women to South Africa before possible 
flare-ups this weekend, like what hap- 
pened last weekend." 


Connor was referring to rioting in the 


black suburbs of Luanda last weekend 
in which at least 50 persons were killed 
and over 100 injured. 


Gulf chartered two special planes to 


bring in a total of 52 svomen and 52 
children. They were put up at Johan- 
nesburg hotels.

that Ford will be taking risks in facing 
demonstrations in Japan while Nelson 
A. Rockefeller has not yet beeri con- 
firmed as vice president. The secretary 
said the President had committed him- 
self to the trip and attaches great im- 
portance to it in strengthening rela- 
tions with Tokyo. 


He dismissed the trip to South Korea, 


meanwhile, as essential so long as Ford 
was in the area.

Ford declares Intention 
to be candidate in 1976 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford, getting a jump on other candi- 
dates for the job he has held three 
months, declared his firm 
intention 


Friday to run in 1976 for a fullfouryear 
term in the White House. 


Ford's decision to switch from a 


probable candidate to a definite candi- 
date was disclosed through a spokes- 
man almost casually at a routine White 
House news briefing. 


A reporter who noted there was spec- 


ulation Ford was ready to declare his 
candidacy asked if the rumors were 
correct. 


"Yes," replied Press Secretary Ron 


Nessen. "He intends to run in 1976." 


The reason. Nessen said, was simple: 


"He enjoys being President." 


Ford's formal announcement comes 


about two years before the election it 
self — and well ahead of the anr':i- 
pated announcements by such Demo- 
cratic contenders as Sen. Her. .-y

HAUPPAUGE, N.Y. (AP) - The 


bearded eldest son of a well-to-do Long 
Island family was held without bail 
Friday, accused of methodically shoot- 
ing to death his parents and his four 
brothers and sisters in their sleep. 


Police sources were quoted as saying 


23-year-old Ronald "Butch" DeFeo Jr. 
hoped to collect $200,000 insurance on 
the family. The massacre of early- 
Wednesday morning was described as 
the worst in Long Island's history.

It covered only one of the six mur- 
ders with which he is charged. Each 
carries a maximum penalty of 25 years 
to life. 


Mellon said divers had recovered a 


rifle from a creek which runs behind 
"High Hopes"-the $75.000 Dutch colo- 
nial DeFeo home in a quiet section of 
Amityville, a village of 10.000 on the 
South Shore of Long Island, about 20 
miles east of New York City. 


The detective chief said the rifle was 


not recovered until Friday morning 
and that, pending ballistics checks, 
"we're not prepared to say it's the 
murder weapon." 


The 5-feet-7. 155-pound DeFeo ap- 


peared calm at the hearing before Suf- 
folk District Court Judge Donald Aupo- 
rin. 


After the shootings at 3:30 
a.m. 


Wednesday. DeFeo reportedly met a 
girl friend with whom he shared a fix 
of heroin. Friends described him as a 
heroin user. 


"I'm not telling you it's true or un- 


true," Mellon said of the report. 


Young DeFeo's only police record 


concerned the theft of an outboard mo- 
tor in 1973. He was sentenced to a 
year's probation in that ca^c. and it ex- 
pires this coming Dec. 37. 


Little for consumers to cheer about

Food prices and problems captured 


the headlines again this week and no 
matter how you looked at the news, 
there wasn't much for consumers to 
cheer about. 


Wholesale prices were up. So was the 


government market-basket measuring 
the retail price of food. The first of a 
scries of hearings on industry profits 
opened in Washington. D.C., but every- 
one agreed the session was just a pre- 
liminary round. 


In Rome, where delegates from some 


120 nations have been trying to figure 
out how to avoid mass starvation. 
White House counselor Anne 
Arm- 


strong said Frday that President Ford 
had turned down a request that the 
United Slates double its food aid to 
neecy countries. 


Mrs. 
Armstrong said the United 


States already gives more than any 
other country and said Ford's decision 
was based on concern over the effect 
such an increase in aid would have al 
home where the "American citizens 
are having a tough time feeding their 
own families."

WHOLESALE PRICES - 
Higher 


costs for food and automobiles helped 
push up wholesale prices by 2.3 per 
cent in October, the Labor Department 
said. The wholesale price level was 22.6 
per cent higher than it was a year ear- 
lier — the biggest 12-month boost since 
1947. Prices for consumer foods in- 
creased 4 per cent in October, the gov- 
ernment said. 


MARKETBASKET - The Depart- 


ment of Agriculture reported that dur- 


ing the first nine months of 1974. the 
cost of a markeibasket of U.S. farm- 
produced food for a theoretical family 
of 3.2 persons went up S197. on an an- 
nual basis, over the 1973 figure. Mid- 
dlemen took about 84 per cent of the in- 
crease. 


HEARINGS - The Council on Wage 


and Price Stability opened hearings on 
the supermarket practice of remarking 
items already on the shelves. Everyone 
agreed it was only a minor pan of the 
problem, although 
it irritates shop- 


pers, and Consumers Union, refused to 
participate, accusing the council of 
failing to deal wirh senous issues. Gov- 
ernment officials said Wednesday's 
hearing was just a first step. Other is- 
sues - including soaring sugar prices 
— will come later. 


SPENDING - President Ford, on a 


speaking trip Thursday, altered the 


lone of his previous advice to con- 
sumers, saying that he wasn't advising 
people to cunai] spending, but instead 
wanted them to "buy 
wisely, shop 


sharper." His statements came after 
the Commerce Department reported 
that retail sales declined in October for 
the second straight month. 


PROFITS — Corporate profits were 


•up during the three-month period thai 
ended Sept. 30. rallying from an earlier 
decline. The Commerce Deparimcnt 
said the nation's total output of poods 
and services also improved slightly 
during the third quarter. Total corpo- 
rate profits for the three-month period 
stood at $158.4 billion, the Commerce 
Department said, a 12 per cent in- 
crease over the S339 billion in the 
previous quarter. On an after-tax basis, 
profits were $94.9 billion.

sulted with Mrs. Ford before making 
his decision to seek a f u l l term and that 
"she must have gone along with him."

he says, leaving super powers such as 
Texas and Ohio Stale playing each 
other twice a year, to pad their sched- 
ules 


"I don't really believe that," Horn 


said Thursday, "bui ,:'s going to be 
MTV low key " 


For example. Horn says football at 


Lnng Beach Stale raises only 515.000 a 
year and for the time being, donations 
are keeping ihe program alive. 


Football is just pan of the growing 


financial burden at colleges, added 
Horn, in Miami Beach to explore the 
need for athletic reforms as part of the 
meeting of the American Association of 
Siate Colleges 


Robert C James, commissioner of 


the Atlantic Coast Conference and also 
.1 panel member, says colleges "have 
found it increasingly difficult to main- 
tain a balance between athletic income 
and c.xpendnures. It takes very little 
argumentation to demonstrate that this 
situation cannot long continue " 


The third panelist. George H. Han- 


ford, executive vice president of the 
College Entrance Examination Board, 
outlined a vicious circle encompassing 
professional sports, the media and 
women demanding equal treatment, 
"aggravating an already serious finan- 
cial problem" and leading to "new 
pressures on athletic department:, and 


on coaches lo produce winning teams. 


"Because winning depends so much 


on material, the unethical recruiting 
and subsidy of able young athletes con- 
tinues to intensify." 


He added that 
the pressure is 


prompting recruiters "to falsify tran- 
scripts, to cause coaches to get grades 
for their athletes in courses they never 
attended, to get alumni lo give star 
quarterbacks automobiles, to prompt 
athletic departments to use work study 
funds to pay athletes for sham or non- 
exisiing jobs-all, of course, in the 
name of what one observer has de- 
scribed as 'the drive 10 be No. I1 " 


After a six-month study, Hanford has 


called for the formation of a Commis- 
sion of Collegiate Sports to help solve 
deteriorating finances, growing com- 
mercialism, the conflicting roles ol 
sports as education and as entertain- 
ment, unethical recruiting and exploi- 
tation of athletes 


"My own judgment . . . is that some- 


thing needs to be done to break the 
cycle, to slow n down." Hanford says. 
"Hopefully, a Commission on Colle- 
giate Sports could just do the trick " 


James admitted that recruiting was 


a major problem. But he said "recruit- 
ing per se is our way of life" not only 
by sports but by churches, the mili- 
tary, industry and even by colleges for 
their academic staffs. 


"It 
is only natural then, that our 


coaches seek to replace their graduates 
with the most talented athletes moving 
up from the high school ranks," said 
James.

table world of the NBA so far this sea- 
son. 


Perhaps the most shocking of those 


has been the incredible downfall of the 
Bucks, the only NBA team to win 60 or 
more games in three consecutive sea- 
sons and who came within one victory 
of doing it again last season. Of course, 
their dismal 1-12 record and meager 
scoring average of barely over 90 
points per game is due in large part to 
the absence of their towering center, 
Abdul-Jabbar. winner of the league's 
Most Valuable Player award in three of 
the last four seasons. 


But even without 
Abdul-Jabbar, 


scheduled to be sidelined at least an- 
other week because of a severely lacer- 
ated left eye and a broken hand suf- 
fered during an exhibition game, it was 
not expected that the Bucks, the losing 
finalists in last season's championship 
playoff series against Boston, would 
fare so poorly. 


Neither was New Orleans, also 1-12, 


expected to get off to such a horrible 
start. The Jazz, with several top-flight 
veterans, was considered the best ex- 
pansion team in NBA history. But early 
injuries to four big men and the errant 
play of Pete Maravich. following the 
death of his mother by a selfmflicted 
gunshot wound, put the Jazz off-key. 


Boston, the defending champion, also 


was playing sub-par basketball with an 
8-6 record, a mark greatly attributable 
to the loss of Cowens with a broken 
bone m his right foot. 


Other veteran standouts who have yet 


to play because of injuries or ailments 
include Los Angeles' Cazzie Russell, 
Golden State's Jeff Mullins and At- 
lanta's Herm Gilliam. Two first-round 
rookie draft choices —Phoenix' John 
Shumate and Chicago's Clifton Pondejt- 
ter—also have not played. Buffalo's Er- 
nie DiGregono, last season's Rookie'of 
the Year, is out for several weeks with 
a knee injury. And All-Star Bob Love of 
Chicago has been a holdout. 


Probably the biggest surprise among 


the division leaders is Golden State in 
the Pacific. The Warriors didn't figure 
to be contenders because of the loss of 
Russell to Los Angeles after he played 
out his option last season, a ruling by 
the league that sent Clyde Lee to At- 
lanta as payment for a previous trade, 
the dealing of Nate Thurmond to Chi- 
cago and the injury to Mullins.

Unemployment rate high 
in La Crosse County 


LA CROSSE, Wis. (AP)- Nestled 


among the picturesque bluffs where 
Wisconsin's rolling prainos and wood- 
lands abruptly plunge into the Missis- 
sippi River, La Crosse has long been 
the "God's Country" of television beer 
commercials. 


But for the area's thousands of job- 


less would-be workers, each a statistic 
in La Crosse's chronically high 
unemployment rate, God's Country is 
less than heaven on earth. 


"I don't know how many times I was 


down at that unemployment office and 
I don't know how many times I 
tramped around this city. It was really 
bad," 
said Susan, a 20-year-old college 


dropout ecstatic over finally finding a 
job in a department store. 


She was laid off seven days later. 
Each of the unemployed among La 


Crosse County's work force of 50,000 
has a unique story: too young, too 
old, 


under educated or overqualified. 


The city still has several major in- 


dustries, but an exhaustive series by 
the La Crosse Tribune pinpointed the 
problems of a community with not 
enough jobs for too many people. 


Some are a part of the rollicking 


style and perverse brand of community 
pride and fierce individualism often pe- 
culiar to American river towns. 


They ..can't bear to tear themselves 


away from the mystical magnetism of 
the land, the town and the mile-wide 
river. 


But without jobs, they can't afford to 


stay, either. 


La Crosse hasn't always had what 


manufacturers call "a poor labor cli- 
mate" when they take their new facto- 
ries elsewhere. 


Twenty years ago, La Crosse was 


much like any other medium sized city 
reveling in a rich second childhood 
during the post World War II industrial 
boom. 


Its unemployment rate was about 4 


per cent, the same as the national aver- 
age. 


But a series of bitter strikes and eco-' 


nomic reversals by several major in- 
dustries sent established businesses 
packing and kept prospective develop- 
ers away in droves. 


Befuddled city officials and business- 


men cannot understand the reluctance 
of new industry to relocate in La Crosse 
simply because the city has air, inter- 
state highway and water transport 
routes and never experienced any 
energy shortages. 


The county's unemployment peaked 


in the late 1950s at more than 10 per' 
cent, and has often doubled the na- 
tional average in the last 15 years. 


Local Chamber of Commerce boost- 


ers claim the rate has dropped to about 
5 per cent this fall, but state unemploy- 
ment officials say it is still around 8 
per cent and some local and state offi- 
cials believe the jobless rate in the city 
itself is closer to 10 per cent. 


"La Crosse's image as a poor labor 


town goes way back," said Quinn John- 
son of the Chamber of Commerce, "but 
it's realty not true." 


The Electric Aulo-Lite Co.. one of the 


largest employers in the area, angrily 
cited "La Crosse's labor climate" when 
it dosed its local plant in 19S9 after an 
eight-week strike. 


Another major employer. Northern 


Engraving and Manufacturing Co., had 
a bitter 17-day strike in 1958 and closed 
its local plant two years later. 


A third industrial bulwark of the 


community, the Allis-Chalmers Manu- 
facturing Co.. suffered through seven 
crippling strikes—including one which 
lasted 167 days—before shutting down 
in 
1989. 


However, Michael Cordes, director of 


the latest in a succession of La Crosse 
industrial development drives, said 
militant workers can't be blamed. 


"The people here are just like the 


people anywhere else," he said, noting 
that he was surprised to find no large 
slum areas when he moved to town two 
years ago. "Whenever you have indus- 
try you're going to have a strike now 
and then." 


He said much of La Crosse's poor 


reputation among the movers and sha- 
kers of industry is unwarranted simply 
because many of the companies which 


folded their local operations were sim- 
ply cutting back because of economic 
problems elsewhere. 


"It has really been due to changes in 


policies of companies who decided it 
would be more favorable to furnish ma- 
terials from another plant located else- 


. where," agreed David Forer, head 


the local AFL-CIO Council. 


However, Cordes admitted that the 


high unemployment in itself is one of 
the area's major drawbacks as far as 
industrial developers are concerned. 


"No new industry wants to come 


into an area counting on hiring unem- 
ployed people," he said. "It's just not 
good business." 


Labor spokesmen also believe the 


workers are unfairly taking the blame 
for La Crosse's industrial stagnation in 
spite of an average weekly salary in La 
Crosse of $150 compared with about 
$200 for the rest of Wisconsin. 


"The 
wage rate here shows labor has 


not been over-demanding," said 
Charles Buchall, business manager of 
Plumbers and Steamfitters Local 31. 


Because of the lack of industrial ex- 


pansion and development in recent 
years, La Crosse has become a retail 
trade center for extreme west central 
Wisconsin, where the work force is pri- 
marily service employes in retail out- 
lets. 


Consequently, the main drive of the 


Chamber of Commerce and city offi- 
cials has been to lure more big indus- 
try to La Crosse. 


They cite a University of Wisconsin- 


La Crosse report which estimates that 
100 new manufacturing jobs would 
bring 351 more people, $1 million more 
in persona] income, $565,000 more re- 
tail sales, $490,000 more in bank depos- 
its and 68 nonrelated jobs to the city 
each year. 


Cordes' grand scheme in luring more 


industry to La Crosse is to keep at least 
some of the young people who leave 
town every year (he puts the number at 
1,000) working in the area. 


Public school surveys show that 10 


per cent of the recent graduates have 
stayed in town and joined the work 
force; about 17 per cent of them are 
unemployed. 


While some local male chauvinists 


blame the continuing unemployment at 
least partially on women entering the 
job market, state officials say they 
probably help keep the jobless rate 
down. 


Kenneth Kavanaugh, director of the 


area state employment office, said 
many more women could actually be 
counted among the unemployed if they 
weren't simply staying home as house- 
wives because there are no jobs. 


State statistics show that while 


women make up 40 per cent of La 
Crosse's labor force, two-thirds of those 
on the unemployment rolls are 
men. 


Officials say that women are also 


holding down unemployment by taking 
low paying jobs the men won't even 
consider. 


Another thing many men won't con- 


sider is leaving to take jobs in (he auto 
plants in southern and southeastern 
Wisconsin.

FOND DU LAC - A small woman 


with a big reputation as historian, 
prophet and social critic kept that 
reputation intact Thursday after a 
biting lecture on society, receiving a 
standing ovation from a capacity 
audience at the University of Wis- 
consin Center-Fond du Lac. 


Margaret Mead, one of the most 


renowned 
anthropologists, minced 


no words as she discussed world 
hunger, political intervention in the 
private domain and the changing 
roles of women. 


Probably one of the most quotable 


people around, 
she threw out ker- 


nels of. wisdom by the handsful, 
gleaned from more than seven dec- 
ades of life, five of them as an anth- 
ropologist. 


"On the whole, I think the central 


push in the women's movement is 
for things that should have been 
done 50 years ago and are 50 years 
too late," she said, beginning her 
lecture. 


"Those are the things like equal . 


opportunities, equal pay and provi- 
sions for somebody to take care of 
their children if you don't have a 
wife. Wives, you know, are the 
cheapest form of labor around," 
Mead commented. 


She later privately confided that 


she had not run into too much pro- 
fessional discrimination in her life, 
having learned to cope with it early 
for she comes from three gener- 
ations of professional women in her 
family. 


There are two edges to the 


women's 
movement. Mead 
felt: 


"The women who want to be as 
much like men as possible and want 
to do what men do, no matter how 
badly the men do it." 


At the other end, she said, is a 


group who wish to goodness the men 
would leave them alone, profes- 
sionaly speaking, she said. 


The bulk is in the middle. "They 


aren't interested in the women's 
movement but would simply like to 
have a situation where a woman is 
free to choose whether she will work 
or not and at what, and will have 
some backing up in case she is 
deserted. 


"In this country," Mead said, 


"men are responsible only for their 
current wives. Current. And not 
'very responsible for them, often. 
Fathers, brothers, sons and ex-hus- 
bands have no responsibility at all, 
so we have something like nine mil- 
lion households headed by women." 
On a surprising note, Mead told the 
audience she had been against the 
Equal 
Rights Amendment, "be- 


cause it wanted to make women 
exactly like men, and they aren't. I 
think "also men would have taken 
away the jobs from women the min- 
ute these jobs would pay more. They 
always have, historically," she said. . 


In the Depression the School- 


master's Association decided that 
women were incapable of teaching 
second year history. "Jobs were 
scarce, you see," Mead said. 


However, she did add, "Now that I 


see who I was siding with in voting 


against ERA. I am for it." 


She felt that there was no such 


thing as a homogeneous women's 
movement in this coutry. ather that 
a changing world with changing 
needs is making most women look . 
at new roles in life. "They are trying 
to redefins their position and roles 
in the world and are doing it in dif- 
ferent ways, is all." the speaker 
commented.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am a married 


woman. 62. I have noticed that if I press 
my fingers in my legs it leaves an inden- 
tation which leads me to believe that I 
retain liquid. 


Will this shorten my life? Is there any- 


thing that will cure this? If so. what? — 
Mrs. J.S. 


You are quite right — this is an indica- 


tion of fluid accumulation, and a person 
is wise to heed the warning. (More than 
likely you have some swelling of legs or 
ankles to go along with it.) 


The human body, of course, contains a 


ga-at deal of fluid, and the body must 
not "dry out" too much. Too much loss 
of fluid (dehydration) can be disas- 
trous, as is the case of people lost at sea 
or on a desert without water. They don't 
survive long. 


Fluids (blood, naturally, but other 


moistures, too) move c o n s t a n t l y 
through the body, carrying nutrients to 
the tissues, picking up waste matter to 
be carried to the kidneys or other or- 
gans to be discarded. 


But when the body's tissues accumu- 


late too much 
fluid, it doesn't flow as 


efficiently. Like a slow-running river, it 
forms stagnant backwaters. Flotsam 
gathers. A fast-running river cleans it- 
self, stays clear. It's the slow-moving 
one that turns brackish. 


So when you press your fingers into 


your leg. you squeeze out fluid from a 
spot, and the indentation remains until 
the fluids slowly seep back in. 


The dents arc not a disease; they arc a 


sign of trouble, not trouble in itself. 


What causes the slow flow, the fluid 


accumulation'' It can be because the 
bloodstream can't be carried back to the 
heart and limps as promptly as it used 
to be. Tight garters and girdles can be 
the prime cause. Or so can varicose 
veins in the legs. Bui there are more 
central possibilities: Hean or kidneys 
DO: operating at normal efficiency.

something that you should determine — 
or rather have your doctor dctermfne. 


Unul the cause is pinpointed, you 


have no way of 
knowing what the 


proper treatment K. but it is essential 
that you find out. because when excess 
fluid accumulates it can affect your life 
expectancy. 


It most certainly can affect the way 


you feel, have ITS effect on your brisk- 
ness, endurance, zest for life.

tion in United Nations consideration of 
ihe Middle East.

feelings between American Christians 
and Jews. 


"Another sturr.bling block has arisen

"Many Jews have the feeling that

Board Chairman Eugene Higgins, meets with its 
counterpart^from Winnebago County. 


Winnebago County took a similar action Monday. 
The land has been made available for $100.000 on 


a 10-year land contract at 4 per cent interest. The 
two counties share equally in the cost of providing 
the physical plant for the school. The state pays all 
personnel costs. 


Prior to tabling the resolution, u proposal to put 


$5,000 in the budget, which would represent Out- 
agamie's share of one year's payment on a land 
contract, was voted down. 


Supv. Eugene Kloes questioned whether the addi- 


tional land was actually needed to expand the 
sch'/)l. A gymnasium has been listed as a lop prior- 
ity. 


Supv. Nick Karras. chairman of the dual county 


trustees, conceded that there was room to expand 
on the present MIC, but, he said, it would be at the 
expense of the parking lot, soccer fields and front 
lawn. 


Previously, the board had approved its one-half 


of the estimated $29.000 cost for some interior 
remodeling to provide, additional classroom and 
study area space. 


The tola' maintenance budget for the facility, in- 


cluding the remodeling, is $108,785 with each 
county paying one-half.

— That no action by the county sher- 


iff department other than the appre- 
hension assist need be taken. 


— That Berrell had made an error in 


judgment by not stopping for a stop 
sign, "but the committee felt that this 
is being acknowledged by the city's ci- 
tation issued." 


Reportedly, Berrell was spotted by 


Oshkosh policeman Michael Novetny, 
headed north on Harrison Street. No- 
vetny said the car went through a stop 
sign at Murdock and Harrison and con- 
tinued north. 


He turned around and pursued and 


called the county sheriff department 
for assistance when the chase reached 
90 miles an hour. 


A county squad car, driven by James 


O'Bright, joined the chase and stopped 
the car about four miles north of Osh- 
kosh. 


Greiner said Friday there was noth- 


ing to indicate that Berrell was trav- 
eling anywhere near the reported speed 
of the pursuing city squad car. 


Greiner cited statements by the city

Outagamie 
park plan 
gets okay 


An expanded parks program was 


approved by the Outagamie County 
Board Friday, but a final decision on 
the personnel to operate it will not be 
made until Monday night. 


The board, now in its annual budget 


session, has failed to come up with a fi- 
nal budget document after four 
full 


days and one night of debate and will 
return at 7 p.m. Monday with little ex- 
pectation of finishing then. 


By a narrow margin the board ap- 


proved of a full summer recreation pro- 
gram at Plamann Park similar to that 
offered at municipal parks 


But the personnel question got 


stalled amid confusion and is to be 
acted upon Monday night. An initial 
request 
from the property, building 


and maintenance committee to add a 
full-time park director, one additional 
full-time maintenance man, a part- 
time maintenance man and several 
part-time workers for the swimming 
lake and newly-acquired ski hill got 
trimmed by mutual agreement after a 
caucus with the personnel committee. 


The new manning chart calls for only 


the addition of a park director and one 
part-time maintenance employe. The 
board had already approved the fund- 
ing for the ski hill and lake positions in 
those budgets, 
Supv. 
Nick 
Karras, 


property committee chairman, said. 


The board has approved an operating 


budget of $41,789 for Plamann Park, in- 
cluding the summer recreation pro- 
gram. Salaries for the park director 
and to run the recreation programs- 
would add S15,100 to that budget. 


The lake budget has been set at 


525,431, but Karras indicated an adjust- 
ment would also have to be made there 
because of an error. The ski hill budget 
is 59,080. 


Another park budget calls for spend- 


ing 519,450 for Barker Park and four 
access sites operated by the county. 
The total includes 516,500 for a small 
shelter house at Barker Park. The Mos- 
quito Hill budget is 511,210. 


The board also approved 5120.000 for 


the next phase of Plamann Park devel- 
opment, contingent on 50 per cent fed- 
eral LAWCON funding and only after 
the county has received full reimburse- 
ment from the federal program for the 
first phase of the development. Karras 
said those funds should be received be- 
fore the end of this year. 


The development plan, most of which 


will be taken up with an all-year shel- 
ter building, drew some comment when 
Supv. Robert Weyenberg questioned if 
the expenditures went beyond the total 
originally approved by the county 
board. 


In 1972 the board approved a three- 


phase program that was to cost a total 
of 5183.000. shared equally by 
the 


county and LAWCON funds. Weyenberg 
contended 
the new appropriation, 


which would again be offset by LAW-. 
CON funds, went beyond the original 
591.500 county commitment. 


Karras and Supv. Eugene Kloes dis- 


puted this, but said they could not es- 
tablish one way or the other how much 
county money has been committed to 
date.

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This is the Kickopoo River Valley, to be flooded by a dam. 


Tragedy on the Kickapoo 


A tragedy, carefully prepared after nearly 40 years of stud- 


ies, may be taking place now in a tucked-away corner of Ver- 
non County near LaFarge. 


It is the damming of the Kickapoo River by the Army 


Corps of Engineers. 


The Corps is working daily to complete a 3,950 foot-long 


earthenwork embankment that will contain some 50 to 60 
feet of water and create a lake stretching over some 1,860 
acres. The lake bed would be the valley of the Kickapcc — an 
area where the meandering river twists between hills, rock 
ledges and farm fields on its southern journey to the Wiscon- 
sin River. That's the valley at the dam site in the picture 
above. 


It is the wandering nature of the Kickapoo that makes it 


beautiful, tranquil and diverse in it's calm moments. 


But the Kickapoo has another side, a violent side, for dur- 


ing spring run-off water swells the stream and as it tries to 
escape the steep hillsides causes severe flooding. Six times, 
since 1935, large floods.have swept through the valley dam- 
aging farms, homes and villages. 


So today people are hurt by flooding when the Kickapoo 


rampages. The Corps project is designed, partly, to stop 
that. But it is also designed for recreation, fish and wildlife 
benefit and area redevelopment. 


The lake, already dubbed Lake LaFarge, is to bring a new 


recreation industry to the area, according to proposals. The 
University of Wisconsin in analyzing the impoundment came 
to the conclusion that Lake LaFarge "will be highly eu- 
trophic," full of weeds and algae scum. 


Biologists have said fishing may be enhanced. Generally 


wildlife could benefit from the project if managed correctly. 
But this management might conflict in some cases with the 
need to manage weeds and lake smells. 


Then too there is the loss, impossible to measure in dollar 


value, of a uniquely attractive river valley. There aren't 
many like it left. 


Already the valley is changing because recreational busi- 


nesses are moving in, and they are pressing for the dam. So 
are land speculators who have invested heavily in the area. 
But we simply cannot go on selling off beauty for profit. 


The tragedy is all the more real, because there is an al- 


ternative. 


Sen. Gaylord Nelson has proposed that the dam be com- 


pleted as a dry dam, used merely for temporary water con- 
tainment. A Corps source questioned this, saying costs of the 
project would rise and that mud flats would result, contend- 
ing that straightening of the downstream Kickapoo would be 
necessary. 


Nelson's plan should at least be given a chance. The way 


it's going now. the Corps is paying S35 million for a smelly 
lake that may only be the beginning of more complicated 
problems. 


Is our wafer dangerous? 


More than a year ago the U.S. Senate passed legislation 


setting water standards on a national level. A similar bill has 
been stalled in the House of Representatives, with opposition 
from the oil industry. A recent order by the Environmental 
Protection Agency may help get the House to do something 
about water quality. 


The EPA has ordered an immediate nationwide study of 


chemical contaminants in drinking water after an agency 
study showed that 66 chemicals were present in Mississippi 
River water used in New Orleans and other rivers in Loui- 
siana. Some of the chemicals are known to be dangerous. 


There was carbon teirachlonde. which causes liver cancer 


in mice exposed to high levels. The pesticides dieldrin and 
endnn. suspected of having cancer causing properties, were 
also present, plus chemicals known to be highly toxic. 


Russell Tram, agency administrator, said for two years 


the EPA has been trying to determine whether chlonnation 
may be contributing. Some studies indicate that chlorine 
may react with other chemicals to produce the dangerous 
compounds 


A private organization, the Environmental Defense Fund, 


takes a more serious view of the situation. Its own report 
says there is suggestive evidence that the chemical contami- 
nation could be linked to the hieh level of cancer deaths in 
some Louisiana counties 


The American Chemical Society's findings that high levels 


of cancer causing asbestos fibers are present along the west- 
ern shore of Lake Superior was a long time in coming. A 
great many people were exposed. The EPA should move as 
fast as n can in investigating the problem. And the House of 
Representatives should pass sound water quality legislation 
quickly.

In fact, most of what I'll be reading the next 
few minutes will be the scrawls of graffiti on the 
sides of boxcars. 


Behind me, the driver is cursing. I notice the 


irate motorist open his window and shake his 
fist at the engineer. For the principle of the 
thing, I do the add 1 same. The engineer leers 
back. 


Through the sporadic break between the mov- 


ing cars. I notice a station wagon which is the 
first in the line of traffic heading in the opposite 
direction. I notice it because the wooden gate 
guarding the crossing has come knifing down 
onto the hood of the car. The lady behind the 
wheel is gingerly backing up to get out from un- 
der. She is mouthing some vile expressions. 


Our joint frustration — unpredictable railroad 


traffic — is a matter of routine in these two in- 
dustrial sister cities. Switching operations in- 
volving crossings at major arterials are com- 
monplace here. The Twin Cities' vibrant paper 
industry depends on the railroads as a vital link 
in the production chain. So do other cities and 
industries. 


But the barrage of railroad activity here, 


seemingly heaviest during rush hours, is un- 
doubtedly unsurpassed anywhere else in the Fox 
Valley for the sheer paralytic effect on traffic. 
And the demoralization of the community's citi- 
zens. 


One trip through by an outsider is all it takes 


to prove that. 


The railroad industry does just fine i 
ri Nee- 


nah-Menasha, thank you. But down thrcjgh the 
decades, motorists have retaliated in a variety 
of ways. And various businesses have thrived 
because of it. 


Consider that the Twin Cities idilroad activ- 


ity has: 


— Meant booming business for the men who 


reline brakes, install shocks, do front end align- 
ments and sell stop watches. 


— Produced the only union contract history 


that forgives tardiness, for trains. 


— Evoked epithets so vile that even "expletive 


deleted" has to be deleted. 


— Made Indian givers out of devoted fathers 


who gave their kids Lionel sets last Christmas. 


— Meant traffic is at a virtual standstill when 


combined with new pipe work m Menasha 
(which occurs almost all the time) and road de- 
struction-construction in Neenah (which oc- 
curs all the time) and the school crossing 
guards, who wave stop signs at intersections not 
otherwise bisected by railroad tracks. 


— Struck terror in the hearts of veteran ambu- 


lance drivers as the frantic message crackles 
over the radio, "...But Main, Winneconne and 
Cecil are blocked..." 


— And triggered truly bizarre'driving habits 


near the Neenah Foundry, where motorists look- 
ing for an escape route have turned a placid 
sidestreet into a major thoroughfare. 


Is this progress, Casey Jones? And a note to 


Walter Schirra: America's railroads, who needs 
them? Ask anybody in Neenah-Menasha.

Smoking ban gives 
nonsmokers clout 


It is safe to predict that a number of 


New Yorkers will be going up in 
smoke, now that the city's new munici- 
pal ordinance has gone into effect. The 
latter forbids smoking in college li- 
braries, supermarkets, indoor meet- 
ings and virtually every place else 
where people are spatially confined. 
Some stubborn types may indeed go 
down in smoke: On conviction, they 
can put you in the slammer for a year 
and fine you SI.000. The reaction has 
been mixed: Dedicated smokers are 
enraged at what they see as a violation 
of their rights: those who hate smoke 
are cheering: but the real question is. 
"Will it work?" 


If anyone is counting on a jury send- 


ing somebody off for a year because he 
smoked a^xugarette in a supermarket, 
the answer is obviously. "No " How- 
ever, the ordinance does provide con- 
siderable psychological 
support to 


those persons who. detesting smoke, 
are reluctant to make a fuss when 
someone lights up in an elevator. True, 
ihe selfishness of the determined 
smoker cannot be underrated (one 
critic told New York's health commis- 
sioner that nonsmokers should "wear 
ga<; masks!"), but the fact that you 
have the law behind you. and — if 
worse comes to worse — can call a cop. 
gives a private complaint some clout. 


To say this is not to condemn smok- 


ing I have smoked cigars and pipes 
since college. (Or. to be precise. I 
shifted to cigars during World War II. 
when the only tobacco in the PX was 
"Red Dog." a product designed. I gath- 
ered, for tobacco chewers. When used 
m a pipe it smelled like a tar paper fac- 
tory bunng m a fog.) Yet I always have 
had immense sympathy for the an- 
tismokers because I can't stand ciga- 
rette smoke: It makes my eyes water. 
This eccentricity has led me to chal- 
lenge the rules applied by airlines and 
AMTRAK which permit cigarette 
smoking in the appropriate section, but 
bar pipes and cigars. That has been a 
nonstanrr, so I retire to the "No Smok- 
ing" area* where nobody can start me 
weeping. (It is interesting that, on the 
basis of medical research, which indi- 
cates that cigarettes are far more dan- 


gerous than pipes or cigars, we don't 
set the break.) 


As far as smoking in crowded quar- 


ters is concerned. I am completely on 
the side of the New York ordinance. I 
have spent a good deal of time in 
smoke-filled rooms, both political and 
academic, and by and large they are 
thoroughly squalid. Ashtrays 
full of 


butts spilling over onto the floor, the 
inevitable cigarette burns on furniture 
and that murky atmosphere. (Feeling 
guilty over my past contributions. I re- 
solved some years ago to just chew on a 
dead pipe. This touched off some bush- 
league psychoanalysis, but our daugh- 
ter had long before delivered the coup 
de grace: When she was about 5. I gave 
her a lecture on thumb sucking, to 
which she blandly replied. "But. 
Daddy, you have your pipe." I aban- 
doned the field gracefully.) 


One of my most vivid recollections is 


of teaching a seminar in one of those 
hermetically sealed classrooms right 
after a class m which everyone must 
have been smoking "Red Dog." It was 
like being hit by a noxious fog bank.' 
The rule of thumb I have evolved with 
respect to smoking in classrooms is to 
segregate the smokers in one area, if 
the room is big enough. On the other 
hand, with a small seminar in a small 
room. I permit a liberum veto; that is. 
x 


if any individual does not want to work 
m a smoky environment, he and she 
ran call the shot. And nobody, includ- 
ing me. smokes. (If any nicotine addict 
feels put out by this. I recommend 
snuff!) 


In short, while I believe anyone has 


the right to challenge the actuarial ta- 
bles by smoking (or by busting a fifth 
of uhisky a day. for that matter), I see 
no grounds for complaint by smokers 
when their ability to stink" up other 
people's environment is limned. One of 
ihe key dimensions of a civilized so- 
ciety is the right to privacy, and having 
cigarette (or pipe or cigar) smoke 
bkrwn in your face is. on the symbolic 
level, as much of a trepass as burglary. 
Good for New York. The ordinance may 
be somewhat Quixotic, but it is an as'- 
semon of the right of individuals to be 
freed from pulmonary trespass.

A new socialism 
aborning in Greece 


ATHENS — "How did a nice girl like 


you wind up in a dirty profession like 
this?" was the question that had to be 
asked when I had dinner with Melina 
Mercoun here the other night. For the 
star of "Never on Sunday" has cast 
movies aside to be a candidate in the 
Greek elections Sunday. And her candi- 
dacy describes fully the whole range of 
present Greek politics — from the bit- 
ter infighting of the left to the fears of 
a right-wing coup which are almost 
certainly going to yield a big victory 
for former Prime Minister Constantine 
Caramanlis. 


By way of reply to the question, Mer- 


couri first flashed the famous smile 
and the big wink. "I made one horrible 
mistake when I came back to Greece 
after the military junta was ousted," 
she said. "I promised to be available 
for anything that would help freedom. I 
thought they would want me to sing. I 
was prepared, though it may seem 
shocking, to do a striptease .in public. 
Instead I was asked to be a candidate 
and I couldn't refuse." 


Since Mercoun has been known fo- 


her Communist sympathies I asked her 
why she wasn't running for one of the 
Communist parties which have just 
been made legitimate in Greece. She 
pointed out that the Greek Communists 
were split between a local party and a 
Moscow party. She said that both 
groups, in order to get and keep their 
status as legal parties, were pulling 
their punches. "They are my friends," 
she said. "But they have become timid. 
I can't stand that." 


I then asked Mercouri about the 


party she does support. It is a new left 
organization called the Pan-Hellenic 
Socialist Movement (or PASOK) and 
led by Andreas Papandreou, the son of 
the late Prime Minister George Pa- 
pandreou. 


"Andreas." Mercouri said, "is living 


our history. Greece suffered a terrible 
defeat after the war when the resist- 
ance was crushed. The country never 
has been liberated since. But Andreas 
knows how to inspire the Greek people. 
He says that he can win, that we can 
achieve our goals, that we can bscome 
independent." 


Direct evidence of the Papandreou 


appeal came after dinner when we 
watched the television news. He was in 
Larissa just south of Mt. Olympus talk- 
ing to a large and enthusiastic crowd, 
including many students. 
With his 


round face, perfectly straight features, 
balding head and blazing eyes, he 
looked the part of an ancient Athenian 
orator. He talked without notes, and the 
stuff he served was hot. 


He spoke of "Greece for the Greeks 


— not for the king or the Americans." 


He wanted a free university, and better 
health service, and no middlemen be- 
tween farmers and consumers, and 
more jobs so that "parsnts won't have 
to raise their sons to work in Ger- 
many." 


"He's Shakespeare," Mercouri said 


when the speech was over, and then 
went off to weep a little. It may well be 
that Papandreou does represent a new 
brand 
of socialism which has out- 


flanked the Communists on the left and 
which will be a factor all over Europe 
some day. But even as we watched the 
television it became clear why the new 
left would not win this time. 


On the screen came George Mavros, 


a former foreign minister and Pa- 
pandreou ally addressing a rally in 
Crete. He spoke in a dry, professorial 
tone, reading from notes. But though 
the tones were muted,- he also ex- 
pressed the impulse to rid Greece of 
the monarchy and to develop a foreign 
policy more independent of America. 
Plainly he and Papandreou are compet- 
ing for the same constituency. 


Before that, Caramanlis came on, 


speaking at Patras. He talked about the 
economy, and Greece's need to main- 
tain connections with Europe and the 
United States in order to achieve 
growth and 
fight 
inflation. Though 


Mercoun joked about his stuffiness, he 
was — with his white hair and dark 
suit-the picture of solid responsi- 
bility! The statesman above the battle, 
not the mere politico. 


Three times at dinner, moreover, 


Mercouri had to deal with frantic re- 
ports of rumored coups by the military 
or the royalists. The basic fact is that, 
though there is freedom here now, 
there is still a kind of paranoia. Greeks 
are nervous about keeping their liber- 
ties, and most are ready to compromise 
with authority - the better to avoid 
repression. 


No doubt there is an important battle 


for second place between Mavros and 
Papandreou. 
But it is evident that 


Caramanlis, the man who has the confi- 
dence of the army, will win. As the cur- 
rent saying here goes: "It's either 
Caramanlis or the tanks again."

law to require all school districts in the 
state to hold school board elections at 
the spring election. Previous to the 
passage of that bill, common and union 
high school districts elected their 
board members at the annual meeting. 


In his veto message last May, Lucey 


argued that the spring election would 
provide "the best opportunity for the 
greatest number of persons to partici- 
pate in local elections." 


He further stated that the signifi- 


cance of the annual meeting should not 
depend on elections to draw a large au- 
dience. 


Lucey opposed the proposal for num-

force study group named by Gov. Pat- 
rick J. Lucey.

Release of Central Administration's 


recommendations comes just two days 
after the announcement of a UW fac- 
ulty request for an 18 per cent raise in 
benefits and salary. 


The faculty compensation issue is 


certain to be grouped with a Regent 
proposal to lower student tuition by 
1976-77 and increase the state subsidy. 
UW officials are insisting, however, 
that the two issues remain separate. 


If eventually approved by the legisla- 


ture and Gov. Patrick J. Lucey, the sal- 
ary and benefit adjustment would cost 
the state an additional 536 million in 
1975-76 and S33.2 million in 1976-77.

SALEM, Mass. (AP) - The "White 


Witch of Salem" is stirring old-time 
fears of black magic on the North 
Shore of Massachusetts. 


Unlike her 17th century sisters who 


were tried and hanged, Laurie Cabot, 
•11. is invoking her First Amendment 
right to free speech and quoting the 
words of John F. Kennedy. 


A self-proclaimed witch who teaches 


a course on her craft as a practical sci- 
ence at Salem State College, she is 
scheduled to address an adult educa- 
tion class in nearby Georgetown next 
week. 


Her coming appearance in George- 


town has met with resistance from 
some of the townspeople. 


"Witchcraft violates our beliefs and 


is against the faith, and it is not any- 
thing that anyone should be playing 
around with," said Rev. Donald Bent- 
ley, interim pastor of Georgetown's 
First Baptist church. 


Members of the church signed a peti- 


tion reading, "We the undersigned are 
completely opposed to the public ap- 
pearance of Laurie Cabot, the White 
Witch of Salem ... and to the public ap- 
pearance or practice of any witch in the 
town of Georgetown." 


"You'd think we were back in the 


1600s," says Ms. Cabot — who uses the 
20th century designation Ms. "If I'm 
denied my freedom of speech I'll take 
this thing to court." 


Ms. Cabot — she says she's not re- 


lated to the noted Boston Cabots — 
lives in Salem, where 20 people were 
killed for witchcraft in 1692. She insists 
that witchcraft — then and now - is a 
science, not a religion. 


She says she is investigating the sci- 


entific phenomena of biofeedback, 
mind energy, extrasensory perception 
and clairvoyancy — not black magic. 


"It seems like we're reliving sort of 


the witch trial thing It's the same kind 
of psychic hysteria," Ms. Cabot said in 
an interview. 


"Psychologically it must be a basic 


fear of self, because demons and spirits 
exist in your own brain. 


"Jack Kennedy said it better than I 


did. He said, "Surely God's, work must 
be our own,'" she said.

Exercises keep Hadl's arm alive

GREEN BAY - John Hadl. the 


34-year-old quarterback the Green 
Bay Pakcers mortgaged their fu- 
ture on, has flatly denied all season 
that he has arm trouble. 


"My arm is the best it's been in 


five years." he steadfastly main- 
tains. 


But Friday, following the Pack- 


ers' workout, he admitted ho needs 
to do 750 exercises a day to keep his 
right wing alive. 


According to the current issue of 


Football Digest, Hadl was informed 
by a doctor last summer that his 
career was near an end, unless he 
began exercising his passing arm." 


In an article written by Mai Flor- 


ence, a highly respected Los An- 
geles writer. Hadl is quoted as 
saying, "It shocked the hell out of 
me. I thought he was kidding, but 
then I could tell he was serious. He 
said if I didn't do the exercises he 
prescribed my arm would freeze 
up, and I would be able to play only 
one or two more years. 


"My arm was simply freezing up 


on me," he continued in reference 
to the '73 season. "Not to a degree 
that I couldn't throw, but it was an 
irritating thing. I first noticed it 
two years ago. It would kind of 
come and go. 


"But last year when I went to 


bed. I couldn't sleep on my arm 
and it pained me to move it. The 
arm 
felt pretty good if 1 warmed 


up. But. if I didn't throw in prac- 
tice for a half-hour, I'd have to 
warm up all over again. 


"What happens is that adhesions 


build up in your shoulder joint just 
fro'ii throwing so much over the 
years. I hadn't done anything to 
compensate for that and didn't 
know what to do. 


"Not until I had a long talk with 


the doctor did I understand some 
things. He described what 
was 


wrong and why and said certain 
exercises would smooth the joint 
our and give it the movement factor 


I didn't have. 


"Baseball pitchers have the same 


problem. Sandy Koufax had a simi- 
lar thing along with his sore elbow, 
and did the same exercises I'm 
doing. Well. I started the exercises 
and within two weeks I had my f u l l 
range back without pain. I've had a 
little pain since, but as soon as I 
exercise the pain is gone. It's un- 
real. It's almost like magic. 


"There are five exercises. I do 


each one 50 times — three times a 
day. That means I'm doing 750 
exercises an entire day. It gets a 
little boring, but the results are 
miraculous." 


Hadl said again Friday his arm 


problems are behind him. He said 
a quote attributed to him. confess- 
ing that he has an "old" arm is 
inaccurate. 


"Exercises . . . have given me a 


brand new arm, basically," he 
said.
